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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 07/07/2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

A. Applicant argues in the arguments that the prior art does not show the 'estimating a usable battery capacity in a mobile device based 
on a voltage at which an operation of the mobile device is shut off in claims 23, 37 and 48. Stake discloses 'estimating a usable battery 
capacity in a mobile device based on a voltage at which an operation of the mobile device is shut off in fig. 1 where the device shut off at 
Ve. 

Reminds to the applicants that during patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the broadest reasonable interpretation 
consistent with the specification." Applicant always has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation 
by the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 
1393, 1404 05, 162 USPQ 541, 550 51 (CCPA 1969). While the meaning of claims of issued patents are interpreted in light of the 
specification, prosecution history, prior art and other claims, this is not the mode of claim interpretation to be applied during examination. 
During examination, the claims must be interpreted as broadly as their terms reasonably allowed. Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 
1057 (Fed.Cir. 1993). 

B. In response to Applicant's argument that is nonanalogous art, it has been held that the determination that a reference is from a 
nonanalogous art is twofold. First, we decide if the reference is within the field of the inventor's endeavor. If it is not, we proceed to 
determine whether the reference is reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the inventor was involved. In re Wood, 202 
USPQ 171, 174. re Oetiker, 977 F2d 1443, 1446, 24 USPQ2d 1443, 1445 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case Satake discloses a battery power 
control method which is related to the present invention.
